No. TAMP/3/2002-JNPT.—This Authority had passed an Order on 27 August, 2002 in case No. TAMP/3/ 
2002-JNPT relating to the genera! revision of the Scale of Rates of the Jawaharlal Nehru Port Trust (JNPT). This 
Order and the (revised) Scale of Rates of the JNPT were notified in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary (Part III, 
Section 4) on 5 September, 2002 vide Gazette No. 178. 

2 It has been noticed that some genuine mistakes have occurred in the consolidated Scale of Rates notified on 
5 September, 2002, The details of the corrections to be made are given below ; 

(i) The note under Schedule 2.2. D-Pilotage fee for vessels not requiring TVig assistance in Chapter-II 
Vessel-Related charges shall be read as follows: 

“Note : The minimum charges for each visit to the port shall be US $ 100 in case of Foreign-going 
vessels and Rs. 3399.20 in case of Coastal Vessels.” 

(ii) The Dwell time charges prescribed at SI. No. 2 for Non-ICD Import and Export-Empty in Schedule 
3.3.3.—Dwell time charges for container stored in the port premises in Chapter-in Charges for services 

_rendered to containers and containerised cargo shall be read as follows:

(iii) The Notes numbe r (3) and (4) under Schedule 9.1 Estate Rentals in Chapter-IX Estate Related Charges shall 
be read as follows: 

“(3). The rate of licence fee mentioned at item 1 above is as prescribed in the scale of Rates notified on 19 
March, 1997 which is to be escalated by 10% with effect from 1 January, 1998 and thereafter by the 
same percentage after every two years and shall be increased by 5 per cent with effect from 1 January, 
2003 and thereafter by the same percentage e^'ery year as per the existing terms and conditions.” 

“(4). The rates of licence fee mentioned at items 2 and 3 above are as prescribed in the Scale of Rates 
notified on 19 March, 1997 which are to be escalated by 10 per cent with effect ftom 1 i^ril, 1998 and 
thereafter by the same percentage after every two years and shall be increased by 5 per cent with 
effect from 1 April, 2003 and thereafter b\' the same percentage every years as per the existing terms 
and conditions.”
